Montreal is to add 500 returned men 
to the city police force. They will be put 
on probation for six months, and those 
found to be suitable then given places on 
the permanent force. This is a lead which 
cities across Canada might well follow. 
Getting recruits for police forces has been 
one of their wartime problems. Veterans 
who return without disabilities should 
prove a satisfactory source from which to 
fill gaps in police ranks. Discipline is dis- 
cipline, whether in an army or in a police 
force, and those who have become used to 
it have one strong qualification for choice. 

In Edmonton and many other cities 
there are and long have been Corps of 
Commissionaires, composed of veterans 
of World War No. 1. These men have 
done excellent service, both during the 
present war and before it, guarding public 
and private property. The record and pres- 
tige of these auxiliaries is evidence that 
good police material can be found in the 
ranks of returned men. Certainly there 
are none who have a better claim to an 
opportunity to prove their fitness.

Canada Will Be There 


There was never any doubt that parlia- 
ment would agree to send a delegation to 
San Francisco, and would accept the Gov- 
ernment resolution as broadly satisfactory 
to that end. A good deal of the critical 
Speech-making had little or nothing to do 
with the actual proposal. Much of it was 
by way of getting what publicity was to be 
got through the re-Statement of irrelevant 
creeds and theories.

The supply of foodstuffs during

| Churchill! has told the British 
House of Commons that large por- 
tions of Europe may face partial 
or even total famine next winter 
and that Britain's own foodstocks

These developments turn the 
spotlight on Canada.

Post War Policy of the French

Since the liberation France 
there has been much written by 
Frenchmen and others on the past 
and future of that country. Why 
did France fall? What of the future?

This is a time for deep thought 
by a people that have suffered 
cruelly 

This current discussion on France | 
covers a wide range. But there is 
one aspect which turns up in 
practically all of it and which is 


of interest in Western Canada. This 
aspect is the past and future policy 


of France with regard to agricul- 
ture. For example, is the policy of

Tt is agreed that France was un- 
able to stand up against Germany 
—Maginot Line and all—because 
she had failed to equip herself for 
modern war. France long ago chose 
to remain a nation of peasants and 
workers ‘in small industries. In the 
sense of the United Kingdom, the 

| United States and Germany, the in- 
| dustrial revolution passed by 
France. Many explanations are giv- 
en. No doubt a predominantly agri 
culture economy was understand- 
able prior to 1918 when France 
lacked coal and iron, but with the 
recovery of Lorraine in 1918 this 
excuse no longer held. Mr. Peyer 

puts this point as follows 
The real division the 

French went deeper A good 

many of them refused to accept 
the modern world. They  dis- 


of 


trusted industry, mass produc- 
tion, machinery, efficiency, work- 
men and their social claims. They 
clung to a sentimental worship of 
the peasant and of the artisan, to 
outmoded military conceptions 
The dilemma was a tragic one. 
Was France to fall to the level of 
Spain, obstinately averse to the 
modern world? Or was she to 
modernize her economy, to de- 
velop her industry, to fight for 
export markets and gradually to 
raise the standard of living and 
probably the number of her in- 
habitants?” 

Micau and Strausz-Hupe place 
a more political interpretation on 
past policy. The conservative right, 
fearing radicalism, exalted the 
peasant and insisted upon a policy 
of agricultural preference And 
the army, strongly Rightist in sym- 
pathy, favored an army of peasants 
rather than of mechanics. 

The facts are not in dispute. 
France shunned heavy industry, 
framed her policies to protect 
the peasant landowners. Industrial- 
ization, with all it meant in mod- 
ern war, changed the balance 
of military power, after 1815, 
|strongly against France. It was 
80 in 1870-71. In 1914-18, France's 
Breat industrialized allies saved 
the day. In 1939-40, France op- 
posed an army, largely unmech- 
anized, to the German panzer di- 
visions, and lost. Of the leaders of 
the army only de Gaulle and a few 
others saw the light. “The lonely 
champion of mechanized warfare 
wes right in preferring an army 
of mechanics to one of shopkeep- 
ers and peasants.” 


* a a 
The lesson, and its importance 
will be appreciated by prairie 


farmers, is that industrial potential 
is more important in modern war 
fare than self-sufficiency in food- 
stuffs. 

The consequences of this error 
are traced in detail. The state con- 


ceived its first duty to be to pro- 
tect agriculture against foreign 
foodstuffs. This meant tariffs. Ag- 
riculture became increasingly inef- 
ficient, and rigid in methods. Still 


higher tariffs were forthcoming. 
| Thus, prior to the war, foreign 
|wheat (and much higher quality, 


wheat) was laid down at Le Havre 


and Marseilles at one-third the cost | 


of home-grown wheat. 
was 200 per cent. 

Apply this policy across the board 

and the result was high cost of 
foodstuffs. Industrial workers had 
| to be compensated by high wages 
and this, in turn, raised the price 
of manufactures to the point where 
French industry could not compete 
in world markets. Lack of markets 
meant that France could not achieve 
mass production. 

The French people, it is argued, 
began to see the folly of their past 
pelicy soon after the fall of 1940. 
Petain's policy of “return to the 
land” sufficed for a time. But the 
conquered detected a great simi- 
larity between Petain'’s ‘return to 
the land” and the propaganda issu- 
ed by the Nazis. And they came to 
realize that the role of a peasant 
people enslaved to an industrializ- 


The tariff 


ed Germany had already been as- | 


signed to them by Hitler in Mein 
Kampf. Frenchmen saw that they 
must either give up the “agrarian 
myth” or cease even to be a sec- 
ond-rate power 

Today there is said to be agree- 
ment as to future policy France 
is going to become a highly indus- 
trialized country. Agriculture must 
follow the pattern of Belgium, Hol- 
land and Denmark, and specialize 
in dairy products and the perish- 
able products which cannot be im- 
ported cheaply 
including wheat, are to be bought 
abroad more cheaply than 
could be produced at home and 
will be paid for by exports of 
manufactured goods. “The policy 
of self-sufficiency must be aban- 
doned for one of international co- 
Operation and union.”
